Ottawa, Jan. 8.— This has been a day 
of great excitement here. Just as tlie 
bells were ringing the members of the 
(,'ommot^s into tiio chimibur, the news 
flashed tluciuj,'h tlic lulihies that .'^oiiiitor 
Kaulbneh IkkI iIiuiiikmI (lr;iil in one of 
th(! c-oiriilorH. Tlic news, iiuli'oil, was 
too true. Tlie eati.'io wn.'S heart diHOiise. 
Tliia tragic event made busii.ess in tiie 
Senate impossible for to-day, and in ae- 
ccndance witii custom when the ti|)per 
house met this evening it almost iinine- 
diiituly adjourned as a mark of re.spect 
to theiueniory of the deceased. Premier 
J5oweil jironiised to give to-niornnv a 
t.ill exr)lanatii)n of the cuhinel troubles. 

.'^ir .M ackeiizic ttiiii'hed very lirieliy on 
his troiihlt'S in iiioviii;^ the ailjournnieiit , 
but a remark he dropped lead.s to the 
liehef that lie enlertaiiis impe of cabinet 
recoiisti uclion under Ids leadership. He

HOUSE OP COMMONS. 

Censure of Ministers for Desertine Their 
Premier— Explanations Respecting the 
Personal Difficulties. 

In the CoinniDiis Mr. Cliiirbonneaii, 
the new member for .facqiios (.'artier, 
was introduced by Messrs. Laurier and 
Tarte. 

Then the interest deepened and hun- 
dreds of sfiectators in the galleries lis- 
tened with hated breath. 

Hon. Sir A. I'. Caron rose and said 
that when he moved for an adjournment 
of the house yesterday lie had expi'cted 
to be able to say something definite to 
the house to-day. He regretted that Jie 
w:is not in a position to do so. The 
I'riine Minister was now 'ttdth His Ei- 
■ elleiicy, and lie therefore moved that 
the houHe adjourn until to-morrow. 

Mr, I^atiritir Hai<l he thought that the 
liotise oug/it not to rise without the 
I'ause of the present crisis being fully 
explained. Hut a.--- the I'riiiU! .Minister 
was at present wilJi the t.invernor-i ien- 
er;il he cmild not, (^xpect any more in- 
formal ion . 

.Mr. Mills, Doth well, followed, ami for 
nearly lialf an hour roasted the lion, 
ministfcrs who iiad rcHigned, without 
mercy. lie believed the country v/ould 
censure thorn for their conduct to the 



Premier. The reasons given for resign- 
ing were the most flimsy possible. Jf 
good at all, they hail as liiuch force two 
months ago as they had last week. 

On .Mr. Mills lesuniing his seat there 
were calls for adjournment, but Mr. 
Wallace rose, holding a paper in liis 
hand, which he proceeded to read. Yes- 
terday, he said, it; had been stated to 
him by two honorable members that he 
was charged by the member for Haldi- 
mand with writing a letter to which Dr. 
Montague's own name was signed. He 
had to deny the charge, tind further say 
that he neither wrote nor inspireil the 
letters referred to, nor even had any 
knowledgeof their existence. 

Ex-Minister of Agriculture .Montague 
thought the question touched on by the 
member for West York was a matter on 
which his own lijis, as a member of the 
Pi-ivy ("ouncil, ouL'ht to ue sealed from | 
discussion. He liopeil. howeve'r, that 
he was breaking no rule as a member of 
the council against any others of the 
cabinet, or against the reiiresentalive ol 
the Pritish Sovereign, in making t)ie 
statement which had been calletl for by 
what hati gone before. Three days 
ago he had been charged by 
a member of the Privy Council 
with having ■written certain anonymous 
letters to His Escellenoy reflecting upon 
one of his colleagues. He demanded at 
once that tlie statement should lie [ilaced 
in the hands of lli.s I'lxcelleucy for in- 
vestigation by him, knowing that it was 
to the (governor (.ieneral he was per- 
sonally responsible. The letters liad, 
he understood, been concealed in a 
drawer for two or three months, and the 
charge then hurled against him without 
a ;!,onieiit's notice. Ho did not desire to 
go deejier into the matter, but would say 
l.his much, Ih.at a 'tiaser lie had never 
been invented against a public man, and 
that it formed part of afoul and dirty 
(Conspiracy to ruin liiua. 

Hon. Sir A. P. Caron stated that 
neither directly nor indirectly had he 
anything to do with the publication of 
the charge last week, ami that as far as 
he conlil gather the whole bad been 
made up from a confused report of the 
case, as was shown by the inaccuracies 
in the lu^wspaper statements. 

Mr. I'algar inipiired as to the truth of 
the statement that the government had 
sent Sir Charles Tupper back to the old 
cou ntry. 

There was no answer to the question, 
and Mr. Laurier asked as to the truth 
of a statement that four members of the 
housi! had been apiiointed to the .Senate, 
but no answer was given. 

Sir Atlolphe stated that the govern- 
ment would take the first opportunity 
to give the information.

He 
hoped that at the next meeting of the 
House lie would be able to make a state- 
ment aK to the course tlie government 
proposed to lake. In view of the gravity 
of the situation, he would ask that the 
ordinary rules be suspended and that 
the House adiourn until the 21st of the 
present montli. 

Mr. I.,aurier, amidst applause from 
the Liberal benches, said lie was not 
surprised at the proposition, but he 
was not prejiared to agree to it, and 
could only accept adjournment from day 
to dav. He understood the jjeculiar 
situation of tlie cabinet and was inclined 
to eonimisserate tho Prime Minister; 
hut on the other hand the amenities of 
pai liamentary government had to be 
considered, and it was tiuio to ])Ut an 
end to the travesty in connection with 
the government which has lieeii going 
on. He was anxious to know what 
caused the resignations, and could only 
assume that some extraijnlinai y 
event Iiad occurred to inihi-i; 
the members in question to le- 
aign. They had apparently acted iu 
a treacherous manner to the Premier tu- 
in a manner detrimental to the dignity 
of parliament if something grave hud 
not occurred.

SPAIN AND CUBA.

CI VJC ELKVTIOXS. 

So far very little interest seerua to 
have been taken in the municipal elec- 
tions. This is to be regretted for the 
prosjierity of the citizeiiK requires that 
the next t'ity t.'ouncil lu' coniposed of 
i;ood uien. Tlie election of a Cabinet 
^Minister has for a time diverted public 
attention from civic affairs. This is, in 
n aenee, to be regretted, for it is most 
important tliat the aflairs of the city 
should be well managed. But it is not 
yet too late to felecl the be.-'t men avail- 
able as candidatcH for seats at the 
City Council Hoard. In viitin;; 
for City Conneillors busines.s con- 
siderations should be paramount. 
The City Council is really a business or- 
ganization. It has work to do wliioh 
affects evei-y man and woman and child 
in the city closely and directly. Ff that 
work is well done the comfort, llic con- 
venience and the health of the iMtizens 
will l)e well and intclli^'enth' cared for, 
and the interests of the city generally 
advanced. If it is badly done and if 
much of it is neglected, citizens of all 
classes and of every a>;e will HuH'er to a 
greater or les.s extent and the city's ad- 
vancement will be retarded or perliajis 
stopjied altogether. \'erv few citizens, 
as far as we can sec, take the 
trouble to consider to what extent 
the welfare of the city is in the hands of 
the City Council. If they did we are 
quite sure they would take a greater in- 
terest in the city's allairs than they do, 
and be more anxious than Ihev have 
hitliioto been ti.> elei-t i'apal)le men to 
the oflice of City Councillor. 

It is not a little singular llial many 
civic electors in choosing men to man- 
agp the afl'airs of the city for them do 
not appear to lie actuated by the same 
principles and motives as tliey are when 
they are required in their i)ri- 
vate capacity to choose men to do 
business for them which they citiiercan- 
nof dii tlieniselves 'ir do not lind it con- 
venient to do. Wlieii a citizen wants 
his horse shod lit? does not ask hisneigh- 
l)or the carpenter to do it for him, 
neither doe.- he engage llie services of a 
tailor or a baker to ilo the job. He goes 
at once to a lilac'Ksmith, and the best 
blaeksmilh, too, that lie knows or tliat is 
available, lie wants Ids horse wellshod 
and In- docs m it in(|iiiic \\\\:\: clinrch the 
blacksmith goes to or wlR-l.:icr he is a 
good or a bad talker. He does not want 
to know anything about his politics. 
Whether be is a flrit or a Tory 
is perfectly immaterial to him. It is 
nothinir to him whether the Macksniitl 
is a 'jfood or bad neiizhbor, oi- whctlii r 
or not lie no Is to biui when 
he meets him on the street. 
Is he a goo;! shoer uf horses'.' 
is the only question lie asks. If he finds 
that he is, and if he is pleased with 
the work the smith has already done 
for him, he t ikes his horse to that man's 
forgo wit li' ill I any more ado. 

ISiil when a civic elei'tor is aski'd to 
giv(; bis voti' I'lr a City Cniiiicilinr the 
abilitv of the candidate to iio the work 
of a City Councillor is about the last 
thing that the fiuf^nt canvasser talks 
about. The voter is told that the 
candidate is a tiin' man, that he 
is thought ever So miicli of in such and 
suidi a church or in sucli and such an 
oiL'anization. lie is a lino speaker .ind 
can give those who ojiijose liiiu lits. 
His polities an; so and so, and 
he has decided views on this or that so- 
cial or economic iiuestion. Hesides be 
is a good neighbor and a real nice fel- 
low. Me once did your sister's son a 
great favor and was very good to your 
wife's sei'ond cousin soiiic tiinca;.;o. .\ 
hundred reasons are jiiven why electors 
Should vote for t hat particular eiiiidiilate, 
except the riglit one: in fact, little or 
nothing is said about hisqualiticattonsfor 
the position. Tl.e consequence is that in 
by far too many instances men are elected 
to the (youncil who have not th(> remotest 
idea how a Councillor's work should be 
done, and who have no capai-ity f{)r do- 
ing it if they did know. 

It is to be hoped that this year electors 
will inquire chiefly into the ability of a 
candidate to do the work of the position 
to whii^li he aspires, and that personal 
considerations will have no weight with 
the electors. A good citizen will vote 
against his own brother without hesita- 
tion if he believes that lie does not 
possess the qualifications necessary to 
make an efficient member of the City 
Gouncil. He should choose a City 
Councillor for the same reason as he 
ohoosea a doctor, or a lawyiir, or a 
carpenter, or a tailor; and that is, he- 
cause he is satisfied he understands the 
business and can do it well. 

If the majority of the electors regard 
fitness and honesty as tlie main qualifi-

women well able to. perform its duties, 
and who have an adequate conception of 
its responsibilities, will offer themselves 
as candidates and he elected. 

We are proud to be able to say that 
the way in which Mrs. Cordon Crant 
has performed lier duties has fully real- 
ized the expectations of those who advo- 
cated the election of a woman as a mem- 
ber of the Board of Trustees. That 
lady will, vvi! have not the slightest 
doubt, be again tdecteil. Another 
huly is this year in the lield, 
but not, we jiresume, as an 
opponent of Mrs. Gordon (iraiit. 
Her claims to be elected will no doubt 
be favorably considered by the constitu- 
ency. There is now, we are glad to see, 
no prejudice against lady trustees to Ije 
overcome. We do not know at this 
iiioiiieiil who are the other I'liiulidates 
for tlif vacant seals, but it is to be hoped 
that gentlemen well qiialiiied in every 
way for the position will be induced to 
oQ'er themselves for election. Intelligent 
and callable men who have the interests 
of education at heart will /ind in the 
oflice of .Schoid Trustee congenial oceii- 
oation and ample sco|ie for their talents 
and their energies. The citizens should 
renieiiiber that the success of the cil3' 
suliools in a great measure depends on 
the kind of persons they elect as city 
trustees.

The whole 
export of the I'nited States for the year 
IS'.i-l was ifsii'.i, 2(1-1, lt;!7. If the exiiorts to 
(Iri'at Britain and her jiossessioiis that 
year were up to the averaire of the live 
years ending 1 lei'ember, I fSUo, the exports 
to all the rest of the world were only

Way to the Baltic- 
Wharf Notes. 



The " Mischiefs " Return— ilelief 
Given by Her to a Starving 
* West Coaster. 



Arraiigeuienta were just about com- 
pleted for Bending a steamer in search 
of the missing Mischief wlien slie re- 
turned to port yes tenhiy moriiiiif,'. Tlie 
etorj' of the steamer's long delay uh in- 
terestingly told by Cupt. Fool is iia fol- 
lows : " We loll Victoria on the l~'tli 
December with an extra big load of 
freight and passengers, and experienced 
bad weather from the start. We jKit 
into Pedder bay the first night, and next 
day only got to Beechy bay, as it was 
lilowing half a tjalc from the west. 
Wlien a[)pro;u'hing Cajje l''latti'ry it 
started a iirojier gale from the t-outhwest 
with snow, so we put back up Llie Straits 
and got tilu'lter in Cliillam hay. There 
we lay in company with four ships, 
three large schooners and the Hteani col- 
lier VVilhunettP. From theit- we got 
along all right to (.iuatsino, thougli 
we had some very hoisierous wi'atlicr 
and had to call to discharge cargo at 
Clayoquot, Hesquoit, >ootiia, Aliulteset, 
Newchuletz, Kyuquot and J ackleset. 

"Arriving at Quatsino on tlie 20lli, 
where we had six landings to make, our 
troubles began. In the Sound it blew 
so liard tlie trees fell in all directions 
that several days were lost before getting 
discharged. On Christnuis da>' \vu start- 
ed for liome, and got about 10 miles 
down the ^>ound to Hobin's harbor, 
where the schooner Teresa was lying, 
when a flue in the boiler gave out in sucii 
a way that tlie chief Engineer could not 
plug" it up. He then volunteered, with 
two of the crew, to row to Coal Harbor, 
20 miles up the Sound, where there was 
located a blacksmith's outfit. Tliey 
started in a blinding snow storm and did 
not return for 24 hours. When we did 
get steam the Hue still leaked, so the 
boiler had to be cooled, and this occurred 
three times in as many days. 

"We Anally got to Leason's, Winter 
harbor, when the same performance had 
to be goiui through again. We got the 
boiler light on New Year's eve and start- 
ed for home, having spent eleven days 
in (.Quatsino. During that time we con- 
sumed nearly all our coal, and had 
therefore to depend chiefly on oin- sails 
to bring us liome. After rounding Cape 
Cook we got nothing but easterly winds 
and our progress was slow. 

•'AtXootka Sound we learned that 
Mr. Mortimer, of Victoria, was at his 
marble quarry, without a boat and no 
provisions. We endeavored to get to 
him but the ice was so thick in the inlet 
where he w as we could not get near him. 
The oulv thing we could do for him was 
to run to Friendly Cove and arrange with 
the st(irekeei)er there to send some In- 
<lians up for him next daj[. We made 
Cape F'lattery on the morning of the 6th 
since which time, we have been knocking 
about the Straits." 

B. C. LUMBER FOR THE "B.\I-Tie." 

It will be satisfactory to British Col- 
umbians to know that the lumber of 
this province is shortly to find a market 
in one of the greatest timber countries 
of the world — along the borders of the 
Baltic sea — from which (ireat I'.ritaiii, 
and in fact all the f'.uropean <'()\intries, 
liave been accustomed to draw the bulk 
of their supplies. The slreiigtli, Icmrlli 
and wonderful uniformity in size of llril- 
isli Cohiiiibia lumber is demanding uiuch 
attention abroad, ami iti; goo<l iiualitics 
make it adaptable for many i)iirpose!-- 
which no other hunber in the world 
exactly suits. F'or what use the lirsl 
shipment of it to the Baltic is <lesigned 
is not known, but a load leaves the 
Hastings mill to-day on the bark Crown 
Prince, and will probably reach its 
destination, Valygaster, about Jane ne.xt. 
The Crown Prince is a Norwegian vessel 
of !I72 tons register and lier cargo is a 
very large one, iiiclu'ling of many tim- 
bers over I2l( feet long.

COUNTY COURT. 

Justice Walkem's JudBinciit in Thomas 
Sbaw vs. tlie Canada Faint 
Company. 

Tins case was heard before ^Ir. .lusticc 
Walkcni, at^ Ci luiity court judge. 'J'lic 
plaiiiliir claimed ^171, for woi-k doiieand 
materials nrovidcd, under a contract in 
writing and for e.Ktra work. The plain- 
till' in the contract agreed " to make the 
necessary alterations and additioos to 
do away wdtli tlic trouble at present 
arising from the suKjke created in the 
))rocess of itiaiiufacturiiig varnish, oils, 
etc., at tlieir varnish factory, oil 
Janion's wharf, and in doing so, to take 
down the present chimney and put up 
one of 22 inches diametei', of sheet 
steel, and 50 feet high, talking tlie prem- 
is(\s as I find them now and iiompleting 
tlie job to the satisfaction of the Canada 
Paint Co., for the sum of $l lb; no ex- 
Irav." 

The plaintiff's case was, that the 
work had been done in nccord wil-li 
the contract, and had overcome the 
smoke nuisance. The def(Miilants' case 
wa.s that the work had not been dune in 
a .■satisfactory manner, and that it wasi 
understooil at the time the contract was 
madi^ that the vapor or gas arising 
from ibe manufacture of varnish , etc., 
was imdiided in the term "smoke." 

His Loriiship held that if tlie defend- 
ants had intended to include vapour or 
gas they should have mentioned it in 
the contract ; that smoke did not in- 
clude vapor or gas in the sense con- 
tended for by the dtfendants. .ludg- 
iiient was accordingly given for plain- 
tifl" for $171 and costs. Mr. S. Perry 
Mills for plaintiff; Mr. B. V. Bod well 
for defendants.

H.xccrpt li'om Rules and Oi'dcrs Relating 
to Private Bills.; 



Al.I. .VPI'LI CATIONS for Private Bills, prop« 
erly the subject of legislation by the 
Legislative Assembly of British uoiumoia, 
witiiln the purview of the "British Korth 
America Act, 1867," whether for the erection ol 
a Bridge, the inaUng of a Railway, Tramway, 
Turnpike Road , or Telegraph orTelephone Line, 
the construction or imurovement of a Harbour, 
Canal, hock. Dam, Slide, or other like work; the 
granting ot a right of i'"erry; the incor- 
jioratiou of any i>i\rticul;ir trade or calling, or 
of aii\ .loini .stock Company; or otherwise for 
granting lo any individual or individuals any 
e.vcliisive or peculiar richUs or tirivilcges what- 
ever, or for doing any matter or thing which in 
its operation ^^■ould alfeet the rights or property 
of other ]mrlies, orrelato lo any particular class 
ol the I'lunmunily, or for making any amend- 
ment ot a like nature to any former Act, — shall 
reiiuire a Notice, elearly and distinctly specify- 
ing; the nature and object of tlie application 
and, where the application refers to any pro- 
posed work, indicating generally the location 
of the work, and signed by or on behalf of the 
applicants, such notice to he i>\iblished as fol- 
lows;

An Intelligent Review of the Scliool Ques- 
tion and Other Issues of the Con- 
test in Victoria. 

(From tlu' KoHsliuiil Rfuoiil. .Ian. 1.) 
The caHing of Col. Prior to the min- 
istry of llio Dominion gives tiio c-ity of 
Victoria and the province of Britieli Col- 
umbia a position of influence and im- 
portance of which th(!y may well be 
proud. Little over Iwnnty yuars aj^'o 
tliis jiruviin'L' joined the Dominion. It 
was tlu-n but a distant colony only 
reached llir()nj.di ii foreign country. .Vt)W 
all the Jirilisli Empire and, indeed, tlie 
world liave their eyes upon it. us well 
for the faljulous wealth of il.s mines as 
for its commanding i;eo^rai)hical St reii^'th 
and power, and now added to this one 
of its members having a seat in the 
councils of the Dominion the Pacilie lOl 
Dorado is henceforth to oe one of the 
trustees to puss judgment on Donnnion 
affairs, in many cases aflecting tlie colo- 
nial life of the Empire. Col. Prior is 
first selected for the post of lionor. 

It is said that his oredecoassor vacated 
ofiicc l)ecaiise he would not coerce .Mani- 
toba, and that Col. Prior accepted oflice 
for the purpiisu of doini,' so. Let the 
voters of N'ictoria pause a niomeul be- 
foree accepting the above i)roposilion. 
Xo person or power has ever attempted 

til ( rce aiiv [jortion of the jn'ople of 

Manitoba excepting those who have de- 
liberately attempted to take away from 
.•I large portion of the people of that pro- 
viiK^e rights they helieveand the Domin- 
ion as well as the Imperial parliament 
believeil. were firmly secured to them 
bv the "Manitoba Act." Never was a 
compact more clearly defined or more 
solemnly entered into by the Dominion 
p;iiliainent confirmed by the Imperial 
pai lianient than was thecompact known 
as the '■ Manitoba Act." It was based 
upon inndaniental doctrine reaching 
Ijack to tlie capitulation of the citadc.-l iil 
Ciueliec to the British in 17ol), when the 
l'"rench hail reserved to tliom their laws, 
their laiiL'iiau'c and their religion. 

In fullness nf time, when the Dominion 
had its birth in l.SlKi, force was given tn 
these terms, but at that iinportanl junc - 
ture the Province of (.iucbei- inigbt have 
said with much reason that the terms ni 
capitulation given to it should be en- 
forced and that the Protestant niinority 
should not have separate schools, and 
that the public schools should be Roman 
Catholic for which the Protestants should 
iniy, but this was not demanded; on tlio 
contrary, the Protestant minority were 
allowed their proi)ortion of the school 
tax for the education of their children in 
their iiwn separate scbmils, ami in the 
Province of (Uitario the (.'aliiolic niiiuir- 
itv bad reserved to llieni the same right. 

"When Manitoba was erected into a 
province a sjn-cial provision w as iiiserteil 
in the act passed liy the Doniiiiion and 
confirmed by the Imperial parlianieht, 
giving Catholics in Manitoba tlie right 
to use their nwii school tax for the eiln- 
cation of their own children. In other 
words, that they might have separate 
schools. 

For nearly twenty years this was car- 
ried out in good faith, but in 1890 it was 
found that the Protestant majority was 
strong enough to sw eep away this cher- 
ished right. A majority was found to 
scoH" at the faith of others on the i|iies- 
tiim 111 religinn. l'"iilighteiied men 
clainiiiig in be liberal slinuld be iilieial 
in heart and conduct, it they wani the 
world to believe they are really liberal , 
and not mere demagogues. The highest 
couit in this Empire has determined 
that the niinnrity in .Manitoba is right. 
In view of this, will any fair-mindeil 
man say that the judgment of that court 
shall not be carried out? The effor t at 
this time is to prevent the minority be- 
ing coerced by the majorityof Manitoba 
— to takeaway a vested light for no other 
reason than that there is a majority in 
that province wlio said that it should be 
done. P>tit h't the voter of Victoria 
pause and lait himself in the place of 
one of the iniiuirity of Manitoba, con- 
fronted bp lint only a breach of contrai-t. 
but a breach in so vital a part as to 
strike as be l>elieves) at the ])ri^si'iit 
and future liap[iiiiess of bis children. 
i'"or over a (|uai'ter nf a century Col. 
Prior has from time to time been in 
positioiif nf public trust, always stand- 
ing for the rigiil. The honor of the 
province demands that he should not he 
put down on an unworthy appeal. Let 
tis have fair play.

Hon. Joseph Chamberlain, 
from Sir Hercules Robinson, dated yes- 
tiu-day and just nuide [lublic .';ays the 
I'itlanders of .lohanuesburg have sur- 
rendered uncoiiilit ioiially and given up 
tlitdr arms to the representatives of 
I'resideut Krnger. In iiddition, the 
latter hits iiitiniated his intention of 
handing over Dr. Jameson tiiid tlu^ other 
prisoners captureil by the lioers to the 
llritish High Coimuiasioner on the bor- 
ders of Natal. .Sir liercules Robinson 
ill a despatch adds: " You may there 
lore be satisfied the crisis is over am 
all danger ended." 

The despatch received by Mr. Cham- 
berlain is regarded as practiciilly set- 
tlini.' the crisis in the' Triuisvtial as' I'aras 
the lioers are concerned and 's also 
looked upon as ilisjiusing of the report 
that Ih', .laniesoii had been sentenced to 
he shot, which was current at CaiKdowu 
recently. The iiajst bitter contempt is 
felt at t'apelown, says a desiial(d\ dated 
.lauuary 5, ftjr the rillanders, who are 
branded as cowards for abaniloniug Dr. 
Jameson, and the hope was then ex- 
pressed that I'resident Kruger would re- 
ject their deaumds. 

A third dispatch from Governor Rob- 
inson to Mr. Chamberlain, dated Pre- 
toria, January 7, comnyinicates a mes- 
sage from the Imperial agent at Rho- 
desia. It says: "I had been absent 
from Beoluianidand nearly a fortnight 
prior to Dr. Jameson's move. 1 arrived 
at Maleking on Sunday, December •_'!), 
and heard then, after the t(dci.'rapb line 
had heeii closed, that his force wiis going 
to leave that night, and the wire ivas cut 
that uiglit. 

"The lirst iiiessau'c which came 
through on .Monday, December lio, was 
your message directing me to send after 
Dr. Jameson to tell hini and his force to 
ridurn. .About one-liftli only of tlie force 
which yielded started from ilafekiiigor 
Cape (Colony; and four-liftha started 
from Camp i'il^iani in the British tSouth 
.\frican Company's territory. No jwr- 
lion of the force started from Becliiiana- 
huid. Dr. .laineson left me an ollicer 
itud two men at iMaftddng and Sii men at 
Pitliani, I le apoetirs to have t:iken tdl 
the available men. 

" There are now ten police in the 
whole of LechiiaiKiland, four of whom 
are doing cnstnms duty. The eiunitry is 
practically willioiii police, ami tjiore is 
no magistrule in the I'l-itish Chartered 
Company's new territory. I have no 
reason to bidieve that any local otiicials 
in lleehuamdand had any knowledge of 
the raid. The magistrate who was in 
the British Chartered Company's terri- 
tory accompanied the force. Governor 
Robinson also telegraphs that Ca]>tain 
Charles John Coventry, one of^ Dr. 
Jameson's ottieers who was reported to 
have dieil from wounds rectdved in light- 
ing, is alive iuiil is recovering from his 
wiuiinls. 

A dispatch to the Renter Telegram 
Co. from K ru^rersdorir, ilated Jtmuary 
.'!, says the wounds inflicted by the bul- 
lets of the Mv tford rille are reimn kahly 
idean. The correspondent instances a 
case in w hich a Metford rifle bullet pen- 
etrated the brain of a man and the man 
is still alive.
